Sanint Domingo.

It is well koown that Mr. Cole, a radical
member of the United States Senate from
California, has gone to Hayti, as a secret
commissioner of the government, {o open ne-
gotiations for the annexation to this country
of St. Domingo. Why this thing should be
attempted is a matter of complete surprise,
and ie one of those wonders of which the pre-
sent administration has Leen so remarkably
prolific. St. Domingo comprises the eastern
portion of the island of Hayti, and contains
a population, mainlycomposed of negroesand
mulatoes, of 140,000. Its inbabitants are
now and have been for a number of years in
a chirouic state of revolution. But then the
radical party seers determined to take under
the protecting flag of the Union all the ne-
groes on the globe.

T have
crossed the Atlantic three times, and I think
I am wxafe in saying that one-half of those
who have been my fellow passengers, have
not been dressed warmly evough, and not
only lost much of the pleasures of the voy-
age from that cause, but in soms instunces
actually suffered from the cold. Steamers
sailing 10 Glasgow, Liverpodl, etc., generally
tuke a Northerly course, and though the
weather may be intepsely warm at home,
after a few days at sea it will be cold, and it
iz best to be well prepared for it; therefure
let yonr sea going reader-carry with him a
suit of heavy winter clothiug, heavy under-
clothing, heavy overcoat and wear stout
boots ; ladies need cloth or water proof |
dresses, woolen hoods, heavy veils and good |
thick shoes. Thus prepared they may brave

thus escape an attack of that much dreaded
(and to be dreaded) disorcer, sea sickness.
Uur steamer was not a fast cne, but we
made our_first land at Moville, Ireland, on
the North Coast, at noon on the twellth day
ont, and as the green shores of Lirin came

Two
hours ride up the river and we reached
Glasgow, where the family, that for two
weeks sojourned on the good ship, broke up
and separated, each takiog the direction that
suits his business or pleasures, and maoy
sad to say farewell. A rest at the George
Hotel, sn excellent honse, & good bath, ete.,
and I started to see the sifhts of the city.
Glasgow containg a population of about
500,000, is thriving and busy, and carries
on an extensive commerce. Along the
Broomielaw, the landing at the river side,
vesscls of all nations are to be seen, and
merchandise of every description being dis-
charged from vessels. As before remarked,
("vde brilt vessels are world renowned, and
it is perhaps sppropriate that the boat yards
of the Clyde shounld supply the finest ocean
steamships yet afloat, as it was here that
the first steamer built in Europe was launch-
ed, and here James Watt, who first sup-
plied steam power to vessels, was born.—
The principal object of interest in Glasgow,

and the one first wisited by sight secing |
tourists is the old Cathedral, nearly seven

hundred years old. The greater porticn |
however has been renswed, only a few por-|
tions of the building, the Choir and Crypt |
giving evidence of great age, The date of |
their construction f& 1175. The windows |
in the Cathedral are most splendid speci- |
mens of giass staining, and beautifully illus- l
trate different imncidents in sacred history, |
from the beginning of the world to Christ’s |
asceusion.
